GENEVA, Feb. 23.—The Rus- 
sian draft treaty on complete dis- 
armament within five years and 
Dr. Walter Riddeil’s explanation of 
Canada’s viewpoint on arbitration 
monopolized the attention of the 
delegates at the meeting of the 
League of Nations Security Com- 
mission yesterday. 

Dr. Riddell urged immediate dis- 


armament as “more effective at 
the present moment in advancing 
security than pledges of armed as- 
sistance.” 

He also advocated “arbitration 
for justiciable and conciliation for 
non-justiciable disputes,” but he 
added, Canadians were “of the 
opinion that any increase or elab- 
oration of obligations of League 
members should await progress in 
solving the problem of the possible 
attitude of neutral states not mem- 
bers of the League.” 

Dr. Riddell did not mention spe- 
cific countries, but it was admitted 
Canada is watching Washington's 
action with interest. 

Co-operating With Sweden. . 

Canada, her delegate explained, 
has not always been a winner 
through arbitration, but Ottawa re- 
gards this procedure as the only 
means of adjusting disagreements. 
He cited the workings of the joint 
commission created ig 1907 and 
recommended that European 
neighbors act in the same way. 

It is increasingly evident. that 
Canada is co-operating with 
Sweden in the leadership of small 
League members and that the Gov- 
ernment at Ottawa has accepted 
the League as the primary agency 
for organizing world peace, 

Dr. Riddell advocated “perfect- 
ing of arrangements for speedy ef- 
fective action by the Council and 
Assembly in emergencies.” But he 
frowned on sanctions and pena!- 
ties. He declared security is no 
longer synonymous with sanc- 
tions. 
“Clever Diplomatic Move.” 

The Russian treaty draft brought 
smiles and resentment. The British 
took the maneuver seriously, while 
a spokesman for France said Mos- 
cow has put out clever diplomatic 
propaganda which will have a’ re- 
percussion itn every election dis- 
trict in Europe. 

The Germans were outwardly 
joyous, despite the possible effect 
of“the Russian proposal for com- 
plete disarmament upon the Ger- 
man elections this year.

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GERMANY'S ALIEN PROPERTY. 

Eisewbere on this page is a discussion of Azmer'i- 
cas failure to return German property seized dur- 
ing the war under the trading with the enemy act, 
and of a bill now in Congress proposing to return £0 
per cent of that property. We should like to present 
the obverse side of the medal. 

Germany, too, when war was declared seized the 
property of aliens, including American property. 
What has Germany done with this property while we 
have been dawdling with the property of its citizens? 

_A report issued by the German Alien Property Cus 
todian in 1921 shows that: 


1. The American property bas been returned. 

2. Germany did not liquidate American prop- 
erty except where such action was for the best 
interest of the owners. The American Alien 
Property Custodian did liquidate a great part 
of the German property in this country, and this 
liquidation took place under adverse market con- 
ditions and in a manner which bas since aroused 
much comment. 

3. Securities, jewelry and office furnishings 
of Americans in Germany were left where they 
were when the war began and bank deposits 
were not disturbed. 


Thus, two years after the war was over, our citi- 
zens had regained their property. Nearly 10 vears 
|after the war German citizens are still waiting 
theirs—a striking contrast.

T HE World War is the only war between 
the United States and a foreign power 
in which this principle has been in danger 
of being compromised. In some way the 
idea gained ground that the rights of the 
German o@ners to their property had been 
extinguished. As our neighbor, the Herald- 
Tribune, put # some time ago, “these agsets 
belong to our Government under treaty 
agreements, having been dedicated by the 
German Reich to the payment of war 
claims and awards to American citizens, the 
Reich having assumed the duty of com- 
pensating the former owners.” 

Neither the joint resolution of Congress 
of July 2, 1921, declaring war with Ger- 
many at an end. nor the German treaty 
negotiated shortly afterward, supports this 
view. Both these instruments make it 
plain enough that the property of German 
nationals in this country was held only tn 
trust. The American Government several 
years ago likewise showed that it did not 
really regard itself as the owner of the 
property by returning an amount up te 
$1°,000 in the case of each holding. 

Ever since the armistice Congress has 
been free to restore the property to its 
owners, but only a small fraction has yet 
been returned. The chief ebstacie to a 
full restoration has been the unpaid claims 
of American citizens against Germanr. 
Pressure has been put on Congress to hold 
the seized property as a pledge for the full 
payment of these claims, and ft hag been 
necessary in drafting legislation for the 
returs ef the property to provide at the

same time a method tor satisfying the 
American claimants. 

This is accomplished in the bills which 
have passed the Senate and House. Under 
the Senate bill American nationals are to 
be reimbursed from a fund created by pool- 
ing the unallecated interest on the sequest- 
ered property, the installments paid by 
Germany under the awards of the mixed 
claims commission. 29 per cent of the 
German property retained by the custodian 
and a special appropriation. It will be seen 
from this that the meagure does not pro- 
vide for the immediate return of all the 
property; §0 per cent of it is to be returned 
at once, and the remainder eventually. For 
the time being the 20 per cent withheld 
will be employed in part satisfaction of the

But it ts not numerous enough in 
respect of serious music lovers to filj the 
Metropolitan more than a few times in a 
season to hear the same opera. 

Mr. Taylor loses his big end ef the purse 
to the singers, managers and musicians who 
work every night. If “The King’s Hench- 
man” could have a three weeks’ run at the 
Metropolitan, Mr. Tayler could earn as 
much a year from it as a painter's assistant 
in Chicago, working five days a week.
